TO GET DOLLARS 


Manila —(VP)— To win a race 
against time, with millions of U. S. 
dollars at stake, ,the Philippines 
government has decided to build 
3,500 rural schools instead of a new 
capitol. 


The U. S. Congress in 1946 author- 
ized $120,000,000 to restore war- 
wrecked public property, but fixed 
a deadline of June 30, 1950. The 
Philippines allocated $12,500,000 of 
this for a new capitol at Quezon 
City, but engineers now have esti- 
mated that it will require at least 
live years to build it. 


To avoid the risk of losing the 
money, the Philippines administra- 
tion now has decided to use $1,000,- 
000 for capitol planning, $5,000,000 
to repair other government build- 
ings, and the remaining $6,500,000 
for small frame schools, which can 
be erected speedily.

New York —(/P)— President Tru- 
man is finding no shortage of vol- 
unteer carpenters in his task of 
building his 1949 cabinet. 


Everybody is lumbering up with a 
new idea. If all who have been sug- 
gested for a place were included, 
the cabinet would have to have 
more posts than a fence around 
Texas. 


Jest in fun, Editor and Publisher, 
magazine of the press, nominated 
a formidable cabinet composed en- 
tirely of newspapermen. 


And Eric Johnston, president of 
the Motion Picture Producers Asso- 
ciation, more seriously advanced the 
thought that America's top labor 
leaders should be chosen for key 
diplomatic jobs abroad. 


This idea is fascinating. If it is 
carried out, my nominee for am- 
bassador to England is John L. Lew- 
is.

miners. 
Era Of Experiment 


Perhaps it is time we widened the 
whole base on which government 
leaders are appointed—and include 
men and women from all classes. It 
is an essence of the Democratic be- 
lief that people grow with responsi- 
bility. 


"And this is an era of experiment 
anyway. The nation's foreign policy 
of seeking world peace is largely 
being carried out by professional 
military men even as, paradoxically, 
gentle scientists are researching the 
weapons for a possible third world 
war. 


Just for a starter, I have compiled 
a tentative list of appointees, which 
is being forwarded to Key West by 
the next passenger pigeon that flies 
this way. Here it is: 


For Secretary of Agriculture—Mil- 
ton Berle, who has rim the price 
of corn up to the highest peak in 
history.

Secretary of the Interior—Sher- 
man Billingsley of the Stork Club, 
who has made a career out of satis- 
fying the inner man.

Washington his fondness for a park 
bench would save office space.

Guilty 
verdicts 
were 
returned 
against 418 of the 419 persons pro- 
secuted for unemployment compen- 
sation fraud by the Division of Un- 
employment Compensation during 
the 22 months ended October 30 
1948, Commissioner Samuel C. Bern- 
stein reported today. Jail sentences 
or fines or both were imposed in ad 
dition to full restitution of all mon 
ies fraudulently received. 


"Besides the 419 cases actually 
brought to court trial, 78 await trial 
and 466 are being made ready for 
prosecution under the Illinois Un 
employment Compensation law. The 
commission of fraud in connection 
with the claims for unemployment 
compensation carries a possible fine 
of $200 or imprisonment for six 
months, or both, for each offense," 
Commissioner Bernstein said. 
Prosecution Last Step 


"Ordinarily, criminal prosecution 
is pressed only when calculated and 
willful intent to get or attempt to 
get unemployment benefits to which 
the claimant is not entitled can be 
proved beyond reasonable doubt," 
Bernstein added. 
"Constant vigil 
ance had been maintained to detect 
and prevent fraud and a big major- 
ity of such cases are disposed of be- 
fore reaching the step where crim- 
inal prosecution is necessary. 


"During the period under review, 
3,819 suspected fraud cases were in- 
vestigated by the Division's Special 
Investigations 
Unit, 
evidence of 
fraud being found in 3,032," Bern- 
stein said. "All of these were dis- 
posed of either by restitution, or 
restitution and prosecution. Of the 
total investigations referred to, 3,399 
resulted from evidence uncovered by 
controls within the Division of Un- 
employment Compensation, 378 were 
initiated on information supplied by 
the general public, and 42 were or- 
iginally reported by employers." 
Denied For Other Reasons 


In addition to the action resulting 
from the 3,819 fraud investigations, 
the claims of 183,374 persons were 
denied during the 22-month period 
referred to for the following reasons: 
Voluntary Quit, 23,127; Misconduct 
on Job, 12,110; Refusal of Suitable 
Job, 17,443; Inability to work or Un 
availability for work, 99,981; Labor 
Disputes, 30,713. 


Fraud under the Illinois Unem 
ployment Compensation law may be 
committed by the giving of false in 
formation or by the withholding of 
pertinent facts regarding a claim for 
benefits. Illinois law requires that 
a claimant for unemployment com- 
pensation be, through no fault of 
his own, totally unemployed in the 
week for which he claims benefits, 
or partially unemployed and have 
earnings of less than his weekly ben 
efit amount. He must be registered 
for work with the Illinois State 
EmDloyment Service and show that 
he is actively seeking work by his 
own efforts. He must be able to 
work and be available to accept any 
suitable job offered.

Russia, on the other hand, said in 
a note to Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, presi- 
dent of the United Nations assembly, 
and Trygve Lie, U. N. secretary- 
general, that the Council of Foreign 
Ministers must consider all German 
problems, not merely the Berlin dis- 
pute.

W. W. II and have a service con- 
nected disability. I would like to 
know of the VA will pay my doctor 
If I go to him for examination to 


while in the Pacific area . . .and 
seem to have so many relapses that 
I'm wondering if there are any of 
the veterans who contacted malaria 
while overseas during W. W. II who 
have been cured.
